TE THE SAME 
mind be in vou, that was 
in Jeſu Chilte, who be⸗

god, but hed yd abaſe hym ſelfe, takynge 
vpon hym the fourme of a ſeruant, bozne 
in ſimilitude of men, and in ſhape founde 
as a man. He dyd humble hym ſelfe, and 
became obedient vnto deth ye bnto deth 
of the croſſe. Therfoze god hath exalted 
him, and hath gyuen hym a name aboue 
all names. ſoo that in the name of Teſt, 
euery knee ſhall bowe downe, of thinges 
that be in heauen, of thynges that bein 
earthe, of thynges that bein helle, and 
that euery tonge mape conkeſſe that Je⸗ 
ſu Chiſte is our lozde, to the glozp of god 
the father. 
CTHIS Is IN Englyſhe the ſentence 
of the epyſtle of this daye. And fyꝛſt J do 
entende by pout pacience to declare par⸗

ticularly the lytteral ſence therof,contey= 
nyng the infinite and ineſtimable humi⸗ 
lytic and obedience of our lauyour Jeſu 
Chuſt.DSecondly J do entende to ſpeake 
of diſobedience of men by pzyde done to 
man ageinſt goddis lawe. And how that 
may be eſchewed. Thirdely J entende to 
ſpcake of diſobedience of al men by pꝛide 
done to almighty god, ageynſte goddis 
lawe. Ind howe that may be amended, 
And ſo to make an ende. And to returne 
to the kyzſte. 
¶ Sapnte Paule in the ſeconde chapy⸗ 
ter to the Phylyppiens nexte befoze the 
woꝛdes, of the piſtle of this daye, com⸗ 
maundyng humplitie with charitie to be 
vſed, layth. Te muſtc thynke by humilp⸗ 
tie euery man to be pour ſuperpout, not 
conſyderpnge euery one of vou his owne 
furtherance, but the furtherace of other. 
And therkoꝛe he exhozteth all men by the 
example ot᷑ Chaſte, not to regarde noꝛ to 
take heede to their owne aduancemente, 
but the aduancement of other, ſapenge. 
See the lame mynde be in you, that is in 
Jelu Chziſt, that is to ſap, Shewe you! 
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hyſſhop of Dureſme. 
litic ⁊ pactcnce fo; the welth of other, as 
Chaſte dyd. Whole hye degre the apoſtle 
Paule here firſt lpeaketh of, From why⸗ 
che he was contente to comme downe foz 
our ſake, Fo2 he beinge in the fourme of 
god thought it noo raupn to be equalle 
with god. what is this to ſay,in the foꝛm 
of god: The ſenſe therof is this. He was 
in ful ſubſtance, in full effence,in ful alo- 
rie, in eternitie, equal with his father. As 
fo; to put fo2 ouꝝ better erudilion of thin 
ges incompꝛehenſyble karre aboue oure 
capacitie, an example of thinges that we 
mapye vnderſtande, to dyzecte vs in ſome 
parte to the attapnynge of hygher thyn⸗ 
ges. As the bꝛyghtnes is in the kyꝛc and 
as the image 02 pꝛint is in a ſeale and axe 
a woꝛde is in the mynde, ſo the ſonſi ok 
god is in the father. Fo: the bꝛightnes is 
as ſoone as the fyʒe is, and the pꝛynte is 
within the ſeale, as ſoone as the ſcale is. 
And the woꝛde that man wyll erpzefle is 
in the mynde, as ſoone as the minde hath 
conceyued it. Saynt Paule in the begin⸗ 
nyng ok his epiſtle to the Hebzues ſayth. 
chat the ſonne of god is = hynpnge = 
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A Sermon of Cuthbert 
the gloꝛy of the father. As in the foꝛeſapd 
example, the bzightnes is of the fyꝛe and 
tygure of his lubſtance, as the pꝛynte is 
of the fcale, luppoztynge all thynges by 
the wide of his ſtrength and vertue, as 


the mynde bꝛyngeth foꝛthe the wozde. 


And where ſlaynt Paule ſaith, that Chꝛiſt 
thoughte it no raupn to be equalle with 


god, Be meaneth, that he made not hym 


lelte equal to god by vlurpation, but god 
the father begatte hym in the begynning 
equall to hym ſelfe. Fo: if he ſhulde haue 
made hym ſelke equall to god, nat beinge 
ſo by nature, he ſhulde haue fallen by ta⸗ 
Upn, as Lucyfet dyd. Foz he bycauſe he 
wolde make hym lelke equall to god be- 
in gs but a creature, dpd falle, and of an 
aungell was made the deupll. And this 
his pꝛyde he perlwaded to man, by whiz 
che he was ouerthꝛo wẽ hym ſelke, ſaying 
to Eue befoze the fall of Adam. Taſte of 
the fruite that is foꝛbidden you, and pe 
all be as goddis. That is to ſaye in efa 
fect, Take vpon you by vlurpation that 
thing, that pe haue not by creation, fo2 ſa

bone in the begynnynge equal to his fa⸗ 
ther, not made after equall, and bozne of 
the ſubſtance of the father. Wherkoze he 
dyd not vlurpe equalitie unto god, but 
was in that equalitie, in whyche he was 
bozne in the begynnyng A 

¶ It foloweth in the text. But he dydde 
abale hym ſelfe, takynge vppon hym the 
koꝛme of a ſeruaunt, whyche he dyd, not 
lelyng the foꝛme of god, in which he was 
bekoze, but takpnge the kourme of man, 
whiche he was not bekoꝛe. And therby he 
was made inferto2 to his father. And pet 
he abode ſtylle equall with hym bothe in 
one perlone, that is to ſap, by reaſon that 
he was the woꝛde of god, equalle to his 
father, and by reaſon, he was man tnfe- 
riour to hym, one lonne ok god, and the 
lame ſonne ot man. One the ſonne ok mã. 
and the ſame the lonne of god. Not two 
ſonnes of god, god man, but one lonne 
pf god and manne, god without begyn⸗ 
nynge, man from a certapne begynninge 
out loꝛde Jeſu Chʒiſte. Foz as god dothe 
graunte to his creatures, beinge tempo⸗ 


tall and ſubiecte to ſafferynge, that they 
I uu may

maye begette the ſame thynge that they 


are, howe moche moze god the father bee 
inge eternall and impallible dyd begette 
his ſonne,not of an other ſubſtance than 
he hym ſelfe is, but of the ſame, Yohyche 
is yet to our great admiration, bycauſe 
he begattte hym without any alteration, 
and in ſuche equalitie with hpmlelf that 
neither in power noz in aege, the father 
gothe befoꝛe the lonne. 
LC Sutthe ſonne dothe attrybute vnto 
thefather, and not to hym ſelfe all that 
he hath, and maye, bycguſe he is not of 
hym ſelfe, but of the father. He is equall 
to the kather, but he had that ſame ot his 
tather. No2 he toke not of hym ſelfe to be 
equall, but he is equall by nature. Is he 
was euer bozne, he was euer equalle. 
Yoherfoze the father bygatte hym not ins 
equalle to hym ſelfe. Ind after he was 
poꝛne, gaue to hym cqualitie, but in by⸗ 
gettynge hym, gaue it vnto him, bycauſe 
he begat hym equal, not inferiour to him 
ſclke. But yet he ſaythe. his father is ſu⸗ 
pertour to hym bicauſe he toke the fozme 
of a ſeruant,not lelpng the fozme * 
ee y 
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Byſſhop of Dureſme. 


by whyrhc| {apo of a ſeruaunt he was 
made inferiour, not onely to his father, 

but alloo to hym ſelfe, as to the ſonne of 
god, and to the holy goolte. Noz only he 
was inferyoure to the Trynytie, in his 
koꝛme of manhod, but alſo he was made 
inferiour vnder angels. And he was al- 
ſo inferyour vnto ſomme men, that is to 
fay, to his mother, and to Joſeph. whom 
men tooke to be his father to whome he 
was ſubiecte, as it is wꝛytten in the ſe⸗ 
conde chapter of Luke. And fo: the fozm 
of a ſeruant, he ſayd. My father is ſupe⸗ 
riour vnto me. And foz the koꝛme of god, 
whyche he neuer lette he laid in the tenth 
chapiter of John. J and my father are 
ane thynge, that is to ſay, one ſubſtance, 
¶ In koꝛme of god, he was ſuperiour to 
hym ſelfe, and in koꝛme of man, he was 
inferiour to hym ſelfe. Ind therkoꝛe not 
without a cauſe, the ſcripture ſayth both 
the ſonne equall to the father and the fa⸗ 
ther ſuperiour to the ſonne, the one foz 
the koꝛme of god, the other fo2 the fozne 
of man, without confoundynge the oone 
nature into the other, bothe natures of

god and man, beinge in one perlone. In 


the koꝛme of man, whiche he toke kfoz vs, 
he was bozne, and he luttered , and he a⸗ 
cole from dethe to lyfe , aud alcended in⸗ 
to heauen. By the fyzfte two, that is to 


lap, by his byzthe and his palſpon he ſhe⸗ 


wed to vs oute eſtate, By the two laſte, 
that is to (ap, his reſurrection and his al- 
cention, he ſhewed to bs an exaumple of 
our rewarde. The two fyzſte, all that be 
bozne doo fele, and the two laſte we (hail 
attapne, it we do beleue in hym. k 
¶ And as the apoſtelle lapthe, Chzylle 
thought it no rauyn to be equal with god 
lo ſaynt John in the begynnynge of his 


gioſpell lapth, That the wozbe, whyche is 


the ſonne was god. And as Paule laithe 
ere. That he dyd abale him lelke to take 
pon hym the koꝛme of a ſeruant, ſo ſaint 
ohn ſapythe. The woꝛde of god is made 
fleſhe, that is to ſaye, Man: and hathe 
dwelte amongeſt vs, god and mau in one 
perſon. Foz as the nomber of perſons is 
not increaſed, whan the ſowle is knyt to 
the body, to make therby one man, ſeo is 
not in Chʒiſte the nomber of perſons in- 
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Byſſhop of Durelme. 
creaſed, whan man is knytte to the woꝛd 
ok god, to make one Chile, 


¶ It foloweth in the tert. Ye was made 
in limplytude of men, that is to ſaye, he 
toke all our nature vpon hym, al be it, he 
was without ſpnne, and he left no carnal 
pꝛocreation, by generation carnall. No; 
that onely was in hym, that appiered in 
outwarde vplage, his manhode but god⸗ 


heed alſo was in him.Fo2He was not on- 


ly man, but in his perſon, godheed was 
knytte with manhoode. And therkoze he 
ſaith here, that he was lpke to men but 
moze was in hym, than is in men. Foz we 
be made ok ſoyle and body. He had bothe 
ſoule and bodye and godheed. And ther⸗ 
foze he laythe here, in ſinnlytude of men. 
As ſaynt Paule ſaithe in the, viii. chapi⸗ 
tet to the Romayns. God lente his ſons 


into the wozlde, in ſymplytude of ſynkufl

kleche, not bycaule he lacked kleiſhe, bus 
bpcauſe the klelche that he koöke, tacked 
ſynne, and pet was it lyke to gur lelſhe, 
whiche is ſubtecte to ſynne, lpke by na⸗ 
tyre, but not lke by wyckednes. 
¶ Itfolowethe in the tert. That aha

he was founde as a man. That is to ſap, 
where he was without bodyly ſhappe,he 
toke vppon hym the fourme and ſhappe 
of a man, abydynge ſtylle god as he was 
befo;e. but in fygure, that is to ſaye, in 
fieſſhe, he was made a man, and cledde 
with manhode.as with a clothynge , not 
that his godheed was chaunged thereby 
into manhode,as the members of a man 
be not chaungyd by puttyng on ofa new 
garinent, Ind he ſaith, that he was fotid 
in ſhappe as a man, bycauſc he ſeemed 
outwardly but one of the common ſozt of 
men, and pethe was moze than ſoo. Foz 
he was god therwith, And yet was he a 
very man in nature, not in phantaſy and 
pmagination. Saynt Paule alſo in the 
ſeconde chapyter of the fy:ſte Epiſtle to 
Timothe callyth hym a manne ſapenge. 
There is one mediatoꝛ of god and man. 
Aman Chaifte Jeſu, And as he is in the 
fozme of god perfyte god, lo is he in the 
koʒme ot᷑ man, a perfyte man. 
¶ It foloweth in the texte. Chꝛiſte hath 
humbled hym ſelfe, and became obedient 
vnto dethe, Here we max lerne humilitie 
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Byſſhop of Dureſme. 


as Chꝛiſte dothe teache vs in the. xi. of 
Mathewe, lapenge, Lerne of me, koz F 
am mcke and humble in harte. He was 
made fo: the a man without ſynne. And 
thou ſyntull manne, why wylte thou not 
come to hym, that callyth the, and layth * 
Come to me all ye that do trauayle, and 
be ouercharged, and J ſhal retreſhe you, 
Thou pzowde ſyntul man, why art thou 
ſo pꝛowde? Chʒiſte became obedient fo2 
thy ſake to be incarnate, and to take part 
of the moztalitie of man.He was obedi⸗ 
ent ſo karre, that he ſuffered. 

¶ F yꝛſt to be tempted of the dyuell. He 
was obediente to ſuffre the mockynge of 
the people of Jewes. He was obedyente 
to ſuffer to be bound, bobbed, and ſpitted 
at, to be ſtryken, and to be ſcourged. And 
pct he was further obedicut to die foz the 
thou ſpnfull man. 

¶ It was a great humilitie at his byꝛth 


to lye in the maunger with beaſtes, foz 
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lacke of a cradell. It was a moze humy⸗ 
litie to lyue, xxxiu. yeres amongeſt ſyn⸗ 
ners, he beinge without ſpotte of ſynne. 
The molt abundant humilptie was *

he ſuffered vpon the croſle betwyxte two 


murderers. 

¶ It was a harde ſuffering, that he ſuk⸗ 
fred fo2 wicked men. It was moze harde 
that he luſfered of wycked men. And the 
moſt hardeſt of all was, Þheſuſfred with 
wicked men. and the ſame deth that wicz 
ked men and murtherers do ſuffer, 

¶ It foloweth in the texte. That he ſuk⸗ 
fcred the deth of the croſſe: whiche deathe 
was woꝛſte of all other kyndes of dethe. 
Fo: thole that were putte to that deathe, 
were kyꝛſt napled vpon the croſſe, handes 
and fete dꝛawen on length and ſtretched 
ab:oode, hanged vp in the ap:e, quycke, 


naked, and bledynge, not bycauſe longer 


lpfe ſhoulde folowe thereby, but bycaule 
the dethe it lelke was pꝛolonged to make 
the peyne the moꝛe leſte the ſhozteneſſe 
therof ſhoulde lelle haue bene kelte. Han⸗ 
gynge, oꝛ dꝛownyng, oꝛ itryking ok, of the 


heed, be peynes ſoone ouerpaſſyng. But 


the deathe of the croſſe longe tyme dothe 
endure: In whiche they were wonte to 
bꝛeake they legges, to make theym dye 
moze peyntullp, as we rede in the. xix. cha⸗ 
piter

piter of John. 

¶ This deth of the croſſe was the wozſte 
deathe, that the Jewes coulde ymagyne 
fo: hym to dye. but pet Chziſte dyd chole 
this deathe. and intended to make it to be 
his lygne, And to make of it his badge, 
that all men beleupnge in hym, chulde in 
theyz fozheaddes make his ſygne of the 


: croſle, as it was pꝛophecied and fygured 
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befoze in the. ix. chapiter of Eʒechiel:and 
glozie in the croſſe of Chꝛiſte. As ſapncte 
Daule in p laſt chapiter to the Galathies 
ſayth. God foꝛbyd that J ſhuld gloꝛy in 
any thynge, but in the croſſe of our lozde 
Jeſu Chuſte, by which the wozlde is cru- 


tikied to me, and J to the wozlde, 


¶ There was nothvnge befoze moze in⸗ 
tollerable to the fleſhe of man, than deth 
of the croſſe. And there is nowe nothyng 
moe glouous ſette fozth in the fozheade 
of a chʒiſten man, than the ſygne of the 
croſſe. Here we mape note, what hye re⸗ 
warde in heauen is reſerued to a chyſten 
man, whan Chaiſte hath gyuen ſuche an 
honour to the fo:me of the croſſe, repꝛe⸗ 
ſentynge to vs his paſſion, fo 9 the

fo:me of the croſſe is ſo honoured amon⸗ 
geſt chaiſten men, that ik a man wozthye 
to dye ſhoulde be crucified, it ſhoulde be 
thought amongeſt chꝛiſten men, that he 
ſhulde thereby rather be honoured than 
puniſh ed. The crolle is now euery where 


amongeſt Chziſten men erected and lette 
vp as an arche triumphal ageinſt the de 
uyll, declaryng vnto vs the vyctoze and 
triumphe, that Chʒiſt vpon the croſſe ob⸗ 
teyned agaynſt the deuyll in cancellyng 
the bonde of our ſynne, wherin we were 
bounde to the dyuell, and faſtenynge it 
cancellyd to his croſſe, as ſayncte Paule 
ſaythe in the ſeconde chapiter to the Coz 
loſſians. 
¶ It foloweth in the text. Therkoꝛe god 
bath exalted him, and hath gyuen to him 
a name, that is aboue all names. Here it 
is to be noted, that God gaue to Chztſte 
his exaltation, as to man, and not as to 
god. Foz there was neuer no tyme befoꝛe 
he was made man, that he in the kourme 
of god was not exalted,noz no tyme that 
all thinges dyd not bowe downe to hym, 
that be in heuen, erthe, and hell. —_— 
at

that cauſe he ſaythe, Therfoze. that is to 
lay,fo: his manhode & fo:me of a ſeruant 
taken bpon hym, and vnited to his god- 
heed, and koz his obedience onto deathe 


be the croſſe. Foz in the ſame kourme of 


man, in whiche he was crucified, in the 


lame he was exalted. And a name was 


puen to hym aboue all names. That he 
einge in the fozme ot a leruant, ryſynge 
from deathe of the fleſthe to lyfe, and al⸗ 
cendynge vp into heuen, ſhulde be called 
the onely begotten ſonne ol god, whiche 
name he as the wozde and ſonne of god 
cternally begotten of god, and equall to 
od, hadde bekoze. toherof the aungell 
ent to the bleſſed vyꝛgine Marye bekoze 
his by:the pꝛophecied ſayeng. in the firit 
chapiter of Luke. That holy byꝛthe that 
all be bozne of the, (all be called the 
ſonne of god. This hyghe eraltation of 
Chziſte gyuen to hym koꝛ his manhoode 
and ſufferaunce of deathe foz mankynde, 
is lyke to that, that Chayſte hym ſelfe 
ſpake in the laſte chapiter of Mathewe, 
ſapinge. All power is gyuen to me in he⸗ 
uen and in erthe. whiche he * ok his 


man⸗

manhode, and not of his godheed. foz by 
his godheed, he had it,befoze he was ma, 
¶ Ic koloweth in the texte. That in the 
name of Jeſu euery knee ſhal bow down 
ok all thynges that be in heauen, oz that 
be in erthe, oz that be in helle. That is to 
ſay, of aungels, of men, and of dyuelles, 
Foz the aungelles of heuen at his aſcens 
tion glozyficd in hym the nature of man, 
and bowed downe to hym eralted aboue 
all angels.And men tn erth do glozifie in 
hym, and do knkle down to hym, and ad- 
oꝛe hym, as their redemer, and god and 
man. The deuplles do ſtowpe downe to 
hym foz2 feare, and one of them whom he 
expelled from a bodye poſſeſſed by hym, 
ſayde to hym. J do knowe that thou arte 
the holy man of god. And all the deuyls 
ſhall knowe his power, whan he ſhall ſit 
in iugement, rewardyng good men, and 
punyſhynge the euyll. And the bowynge 
down of euer knee, is ment the ſubmyl⸗ 
ſyon of all creatures to thevꝛ maker, not 
that eyther aungels oꝛ deuylles haue boz 
dily knees, but bicauſe we men that haue 
bodies in our ſubmpſſion doo bowe oure 
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knees. Ind therefoze ſubmyſſyon of all 
creatures to they: maker is ment therby. 
The deupls alſoo feared his power, and 
- boweddownetohym, whanne his ſowle 
with his godheade deſcended into helle, 
there to delyuer the ſowles of all ryghtu⸗ 
dus men, which were deed befoze Chuſt, 
and deſcended thyther , bycauſe heauen 
gates were not yet by hym opened. Mis 
godheed ones knytte by his incarnation 
to his body and his ſowle, neuer depar⸗ 
ted after from either of theym bothe, but 
ſtyl abode with them, that is to laye, with 
his bodye in the ſepulchze, and with hig 
loule deſcendyng into hell, neuer depar⸗ 
tyng from neither of theym, after his in⸗ 
carnation. | 

¶ It koloweth in the terte. And euerpe 
tonge ſhall confeſſe and knowledge, that 
Zela Chziſte is our lozde, to the glozie of 
god his father, That is to ſay, to the hye 
' pzeferrement therok. foz the glozye of the 
kather is to haue ſuch a ſonne, loꝛd of all, 
maker of all,and god of all, To whoms 
: allbeſi ubiectes and do obey, To whome 
| all creatures do bowe downe, and —_— 
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all tonges do exalte and glozifte, 
¶ Theglozye of god the father is, that 
the loune every where be glozyfped, lyke 
as where god the ſonnets delpiled, there 
god the father is deſpiſed. and blaſphe- 
my ſpoken ageinſt god the lonne, is ſpo⸗ 
ken alſo ageynſte god the father . Lyke 
as amongeſt men, diſhonour done to the 
ſonne ſoundeth to the dyſhonour of the 
father. Foz betwyxte god the father, and 
god the ſonne, there is no difcerence, but 
that thatrpſeth and commeth by dpuer⸗ 
ſitte of they perſones. Ind therfoze the 
honour oꝛ dyſhonoure ok god the lonne, 
ſtretcheth to the honour oz dyſHonour of 
god the father, vohere the ſonnets perkit 
in all thynges, it is the honour of the ka⸗ 
ther, that ſo begat hym,of whome he had 
it. And where he needeth nothynge, it is 
the honoz of his father, of whom he hath 
all plentie. Ind where he by his godheed 
is not inkeriour to his father, it is the hos 
noure ot his father, of whome he bathe 
the lame lubſtante, and the lame eſſente. 
and where he is wple, it is the honour of 
the kather, whole wyſedome he 9 
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where he is good, it is the honour ok the 
father, of whom he ati; it. And where he 
is almyghty, It ts the onour of the fa- 
ther, whole arme he is. In all theſe thyn⸗ 
ges it is te hygheyonour of god the fa- 
ther, (hat he eternally begatte a lonne of 
fo moci;e cilozye, 

¶ Ant it is e ereas demonſ ration, that 
Chi. e ſonnę ot god is god by nature, 


byco:ſe he humbled hyrs elke, takynge 


mangue e byron m., 0; he knewe, 
that by lis l,: unuiptie he coulde (ſuffer no 
damage in the hie nes of his godly na- 
ture. Foz h: god y nature coulde not be 
hydde, noꝛ ly te bnd r, no2 oppꝛeſſed by 


any humulttie. D. h umilitie therkoze is 


an eutd ente gement ot his natural god 
heed. and ty erkeꝛe it any man do delyꝛe 
to be greate in vertue, lette hym humble 
hym ſell. ko: humilitie ſheweth the great⸗ 
nes of vertue. Let hym kolowe Chaiſte in 


humilttte, and he ſhall gayue great thyn⸗ 


ges therby. He that is poze in vertue fea- 
reth to humble hym ſelke, leſte he ſhoulde 
fall from hs feyned + diſſembled height. 
And he that is ryche in vertue.doth hum⸗ 
B lit ble

And foꝛ 
his obedience he hath receiued highe ho⸗ 
no, to haue a name aboue al names. And 
fo: his pacience and paſſton, he hathe rez 
ceiuid power ouer al that al creatures do 
bowe downe to hym. And fo: his infinite 
charitie agapnſt mankynde, he dothe re⸗ 
cepue of al faithful people, laude, pꝛaile, 
and glozie. And thus haue we hytherto 
declared the Iptterall ſenſe of the epiſtle 
of this day. by whiche pe may ſe,that the 
humilytie and obedience of Chziſt, dothe 
ſurmount all examples of humilitie and 
obedience of the olde teſtamente, as karre 


8s the bzyghte chenenge of the ſonne une i 
abou 
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aboue the dymme lyghte of an olde lan⸗ 
terne. Foz it we ſhulde compare the hu⸗ 
militie and obedience of Abzaham, who 
lefte his countrey of Chaldee by goddis 
commaundement, and went kozwardes, 
not knowynge whither he ſhulde goo, to 
the humilitie and obedyence of Chuſte, 
who diſcended from heauen to be incar⸗ 
nate and ſuffer deathe foz vs in fozme of 
man: there is almooſte noo compariſon. 
fo: where all the wozlde is full of myſe⸗ 
rie, Ibꝛaham went hut frome one wꝛet⸗ 
ched place therof, to an other moche lpke. 
But Chꝛiſt, beinge the lonne of god, from 
the begynnynge euer in glozy, and in he- 
yen with his father, where no milerie ne⸗ 
der was, noz none can be, came downe 
from heuen to he incarnate, and to lpue 
in this wꝛetched wozlde knowynge it bes 
fo:c to be the balle of myſery. 

¶ Lykewiſe ik we ſhulde compare Jſaac, 


who whan his father wente to lacrifyce 
hym, bare the fagote, that ſhulde make 
the fyze of his ſacrifyce, to Chꝛyſte bea- 
tynge his croſſe whanne he wente to his 
death (wherof Jſagc was a fygure) The 
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obedience of Fſaac ts farre beneth Chzy- 
ſtis obedience. Foz Flaac going with his 
father, knewe nothynge what his father 
dyd meane, whan he badde him beare the 
fagotte. whiche appereth by tat whan 
hc alked his father, where the ſacrykpce 
was, that ihulde be bzente, Bert Chziſte 
the ſonne of d, befoze de was incar⸗ 
nate, knewe all the counſell ar ſecretes 
ok the kather okt heauen, and pet he was 
contente wyllyn "» {oz cx ke to be in 
carnate, and to i.ffer dent vppon the 
croſſe, and ſyewed berbꝛe to h! [@ciples, 
that he wolde and ſnlde lo vo. lo that in 
comparyngethe greate an” infinite hu⸗ 
militie and obedience 65 Chyzlice with the 
humilytie and obedpence of other, that 
were in the oideteſtar.ieut, we all kynd 
them to be as ſapncte Laule ſcythe, but 
fygures and ſhadowes, as fygures of 
men paynted, be farre bnder the liuynge 
bodies of men. Ind as the lyuynge body 
of a man karre paſſeth in ſubſtaunce the 
Madowe of the ſame, ſoo the vertues of 
Challe, ſo farre do excede the bertues of 
good men, that were in the old teſtament

Gyue adozation 
and godly wozſhyppe to god, and not to 
me. Here it appereth, that the byſſhops 
of Rome ſuffetynge all men pꝛoſtate be⸗ 
foe them, to kyſſe their feete ye the lame 
pꝛincis, to whom they owe ſubiectton do 


civinme bp aboue the aungelles, whyche 
refufed ſuche godly:wozſhyp and adoza- 
tion. We do rede in the goſpelle of Luce.

* honour of that ſozt hath ben done to man 
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in the. vii. chapiter, that as Chꝛyſte latte 
at dyner in the houſe of the pharpſce, a 
ſyntull woman of that citie came into the 
howle, hauynge a boxe of pꝛecious opnt⸗ 
ment. who kneled downe, and vnder the 
bourde with wepinge teares waſſhed his 
fete, and dꝛied them with the heare of her 
heed, and kyſled his fete, and annoynted 
them with her pꝛecious oyntmente. whi⸗ 
che adoꝛation Chꝛyſte beinge bothe god 
and man there dyd accepte, fozapuynge 
the ſynkul womã her ſynnes fo: her kayth 
and her repentaunce. Wherby he dydde 
ſhewe his godheed to the phariſee, why⸗ 
che toke hym but as a holy man. foz only 
god dothe remytte ſynne.

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cis be content to ſee their ſubiectes knele 
vnto them. And if they ſu fer they: ſubs 


tectes to kyſſe thepz handes, whan they 
put fozth their handes to theym, it is the 
mooſte wozldely honor:;, that they ſuffer 
to be done bnto them. But pet Chaiſte of- 
feredhis fete bꝛeinge bare to be waſſhed 
with teares and kyſled, as appereth by 
the goſpel of Luke. fo: he ſaid to the pha⸗ 
riſee, that bad hym to dyner, and wonde- 
red why he ſuſtred the {pnfull woman to 
appꝛoche lo nere vnto hom, that all be it, 
he had made hym a good dyner, yet the 
ſynful woman hadde done moze than he, 
Foz he hadde not gyuen hym water to 
weſhe his fete, but ſhe ſens he entred in- 
to his houſe had not ceſſed to weſſhe his 
fete with her teares.

And therfoze the byſhop of Rome oweth 
lykewyle to his ſoucrain and ſupertour, 
like ſubiection by the woꝛd of god taught 
bito vs by Peter and Paule, as other 
biſhoppes do owe to they: pzinces,vnder 
whom they be. Ind therkoze Agatho the 
byſhop ot Rome, in whole tyme was the 
vi. ſynode a counſell general, after his e⸗ 


lection ſent to themperour then beinge at 


Conſtantinople to haue his election alo⸗ 


wed bekoze he wolde be conſecrate, after 
the olde cuſtome at that tyme vſed. And 


an other byſhoppe of Rome called Uita⸗ 


Hanus dyd the ſame, as it is wꝛytten in 
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the decrees, in the. lxiii. diſtinction, in the 
chapitre begynnpnge, Agatho, and as 
ſaynte Gregozy and laydte Ambꝛole had 
done befo2e theym, as it is wzitten in the 
chapiter, Cum longe. in the ſame diſtinctt?⸗ 
on. the byſhops of Rome at that tyme fo- 
lowed the doctrine of layncte Peter and 
laynte Paulelefte vnto them, tobe ſub- 
iectes, and to obey thep! pzinces. 

C The goſpelle alſo teacheth vs in the 

rrii. chapiter of Luce, howe the apoſtels 
fell at contention amonge them lelfes the 
nyghte befoze the paſſyon, who amonge 
| them ſhulde be ſuperiour, and aboue the 
other. vohyche theyz contention Chzyſte | 
diſcuſſed. ſayeng on this wyſe. The kyn⸗ 
ges of people and nations haue domint- 
He on ouer them, and thole that haue power 
| ouer them, be called benefacto2s of them.

And ye be thoſe that haue bydden with 
me in my temptations, and J oꝛzdepn foꝛ 
vou, as my father hath oꝛdeyned koz me 
a kyngdome that ye ſhall eate and dꝛynk 
at my bourde in my kyngdome, and (hal 
ſytte vpon ſeates, iudgyng the. ri. tribes 
ſrael. Here we doo lee, that Chzyſte 
wolde haue the mekeſte and moſte hum⸗ 
ble to be chieke in his flocke, byhumilitie 
and by ſeruyce done to other. Is Chꝛyſte 
by example had waſhed the kete of his a⸗ 
poſtelles the ſame nyghte a lyttell befoze. 
And it appereth alſo, that he wolde not 
leaue amongeſt his apoſtelles a wozldly 
kyngdome, wherby they ſhulde wozidely 
reygne ouer other, but that he oꝛdeyned 
fo: them a heuenly kyngedometo reigne 
with hym in heauen, and to lytte with 
hym in iudgement, to iudge the. ru. tri- 
bes of Iſraell, that is to ſay, by therams 
ple ot᷑ their fayth, who beleued in Chuſte, 
to condemne the inkidelite of the Jewes, 
that wolde not beleue in hym, but ſhame⸗ 


fully put him to deth. So that herby it is 
C tit pꝛoued 
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pꝛoued playnly, that Chꝛyſte lefte to his 
diſciples no wozldely kyngedome here in 
erthe to haue pꝛincis vnder them. A lpke 
dyſcuſſpnge ok this contention of ſupe⸗ 
rioutie, whiche an other tyme roſe alſo, e⸗ 


mongethe apoſtelies, is conteyned in the 
tenth chapter of Mark, and the. xx. chap⸗ 
tre of Mathewe, and by lyke wozdes abs 
ſolued, that mekenes and not lupertozite 
ſhulde be regarded amonge them. fo2 the 
avoſtcis befoze the commynge of the hos 
Iy goſt, after the tyme of the reſurrection, 
euen at the tyme of Chziiſtis aſcention al⸗ 
ked hym, whether he wolde reſtoꝛe again 


loke, as Cleophas layd in the laſt chapi⸗ 
tre of Luce vjito Chiilt appetyng to hym 
and his felowe goinge in to Emaus. we 
truſted that he was the man, that ſhulde 


haue redemcd Iſraell. And pet vnto this | 


Dare the iewes do loke koꝛtheyꝛ Meſſias 
£0 come and to reigne amonge them by a 
wozldely kyngedoine in Picruſalem as 
Mauid dyd. but Chꝛiſte lefte to his dilct- 
ples 10 luche wozldelye kyngedome, but 


the wozldely kyngedome of Jiracll. ko: 
whiche kyngedome at that tyme they dyd | 


ſayds | 
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ſayde. it ſhulde not be lo emong them, as 
it was emongeſt the pꝛincis of the world. 
¶ And where Chuſte in the laſte chapy⸗ 
ter ot Mathewe ſayde after his relurtec⸗ 
tion. Jil power is gyuen to me in heuen 
and in erthe. ſo that both in his godheed 
and in his manhode aiſo tnfeparablp v- 
nite in one perſone, that is to ſaye, in one 
Chziſte, and two natures, god and man. 
he had all power gyuen to hym as man, 
whiche krom the begynnynge he euer had 
as the lonne of god, with god his fathcr. 
Yet neuer the leſſe he neuer chaunged the 
auctontie of wozldlp kinges and pzincis. 
but by his owne wozd commanded them 
ſtylle to be obeyed by theyꝛ lubiectes, as 
they had ben bekoꝛe his incarnatton, ap- 
in ge in the. xxii. chapyter of Matthewe, 
whan the Jewes axed hym whether they 
ſhulde pape tribute to Ceaſar oz noo. he 
bad theyin gyue to Ceſar thoſe thynges 
that be hig, and to god thole thinges that 
be his. ſygnikyenge vato theym, that tri⸗ 
bute was delve to Ceſar, and that they; 
ſowles were due to god. And in the. roi. 
chapiter of Mathewe it appeareth. that 
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Chiiſte bad Peter pape tribute foz hym, 
and his dilctples, whan it was demaun⸗ 
ded of hym. Ind Chziſte as man, wolde 
not chaunge the oꝛder of obeyſaunce to 
wozldly pꝛincis by their ſubtectes, voht- 
che he as god with his father had oꝛdey⸗ 
ned befoze his Incarnation, as ſapncte 
Paule teſtifieth, ſayenge. Woꝛldely po⸗ 
wers be oꝛdeyned of god, & therkoze who 
ſo euer reſyſteth them, dothe reſyſte god. 
¶ And that Chziſte hym ſelfe wolde not 
reigne here in erth, by a woꝛldly and tem⸗ 
pozall kyngedoine, it appereth in the. vt, * 
| chapiter of John. Where after he hadde 
fcdde fyue thoulande Jewes, beſydes 
women and chylder, with kyue barley lo- 
ues and two fyſhes and the Jewes wold 
haue taken hym, and made hym theyz 
kynge, he kledde krom thepm , and wolde 
not conſent vnto them, Foz the kyngdom 
that he came to ſerche here in erthe, was 
not a woꝛldly and tempozal kyngedome, 
but a heuenly and lpyrituall kyngedom, 
that is to laye, to reygne ſpirituallye by 
race and faythe in the hartes of all chꝛi⸗ 
en and faithtull people, of what degree 
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oꝛ ot what nation ſo euer they be, and to 
tourne al people ⁊ nations, whiche at his 
coming were carnall x lyued after the [uz 
ſtes of the fleſhe, to be ſpiritual, ⁊ tolyue 
after the luſtes of the ſpirite. that Chziſte 
myght lpiritually with his father of he⸗ 


uen reigne inthe hartes of all men. whi- 


che heauenly kyngedome lapncte John 
Baptilt tn the delerte pꝛeached ofte to the 
Jewes, ſapenge. Kepent you, and amend 
pour lyues, foꝛ the kyngedome of heauen 
is at hande. After whole death Chziſt in- 
tendynge to manpkeſte hym ſelfe to the 
wozlde, beganne his pꝛechyng lykewyſe, 
ſayenge. Do penaunce, fo: the kyngdom 
of heuen is at hand. Ind it ts plainly ex- 
pꝛeſſed in the. xiii. chapter of Matth. in 
the parable lykening the kingdom of he - 
uen to a man, which dyd ſowe good ſede 
in his field and after whyles he ſlepped, 
his enmy dyd lo we euyl ſede in the lame. 
fo: Chit expoũdyng that parable, ſaith. 
The good lede be the chyldern and inhe⸗ 
ritours of the kyngedome, lo the kynge- 
dome, that Chꝛiſte ſeeketh here in erthe, 
Is a ſpitituall and heauenly kyngedome. 
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And Chꝛiſte ſayde to Pplate in the, rviit, 
chapiter of Johũ. My kyngdome is not 
of this wozlde. Ind therkoze thole that 
go about to make of Chziſtis ſpyzytuall 
kyngdome, a woꝛldly kpngdome, do falle 
into errour of lome heretypkes, that loke 
that Chʒiſte after the daye ol iudgement 
(hall repgne with all his layntes here in 
erthe carnallp in Hieruſalem. as the Je⸗ 
wes doo beleue, that Melſias is yet to 
come: and whanhe hail come, he ſhall 
reigne wozldly in Jeruſalem. 
¶ So we doo lee, that Chꝛyſte lefte the 
wozldely kyngedomes to pꝛynces of the 
wozld, as is befo:e expzelied. But he com 
mytted the pzeachynge of this heauenlye 
byngebometo his apoſtets, gytynge to 
them lyke commiſſion and equall aucto- 
ritie to pzeache a teche the lame, though 
all the wozlde,fayeng in the laſt chapyter 
of Mathewe alter the wo: des befoze de⸗ 
clared, that all power was gyuen to hym 
in heuen, and in erthe. Go pe koꝛthe and 
teache all nations, baptyſynge theym in 
the name of the father, and of the ſonne, 
and of the holy goſte, teachynge the — to 
tpe 
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mt, and he that delpyſeth me, deſpyſeth

keve all thoſe thynges whyche J haue 
commaunded vou. Thziſte ailo in the. II. 
chapter of John ſayde the euenynge afs 
tet his recurrection, whan he appered to 
his diſciples, the dozes beinge ſhutte. Is 
my father hath ſente me, J do lende you, 
and atter he had fo ſapde he bꝛethed vp⸗ 
pon them, ſapinge. Ychoſe ſynnes ſo euer 
pe ſhall koꝛgyue, be fozgyuen, and whoſe 
ſynnes pe ſhall reteyne be reteyned. And 
lpkewyſe had ſaide to them all befoꝛe his 
death. in the. x vin. chapter of Mathewe. 
what thynges ſo euer pe ſhall bynde vp⸗ 
pon erthe (Hal be bounde in heauen, and 
what thynges ſo euer ye ſhall loſe bppon 
erthe ſhal be leuſed in heauen. whiche po⸗ 
wer he gaue to them all equallp and like, 

as well to all the reſydewe, as to Peter. 
whiche auctozitic Chꝛiſte declareth in the 
x. chapter ot Luke to be hyghe, and to be 


regarded of all men, and not to be con⸗ 


temned in anp wyſe, fayinge, He that he⸗ 
rith you, herith me, aud he that herith me 
hereth my father of heuen, that hath ſent 
me. And he that deſpiſcth you, deſpyſeth 
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my father of heuen, that hath ſent me. At 
the day of iugemente Sodoma and Go= 
mo2ra, whiche harde not of Chꝛiſt, ſhal be 
in better cale, than ſuch del[pyſers ſhalbe. 
¶ But here the byſhoppe of Rome ſtep⸗ 
peth in, and ſaith. Peter hadde auctozite 
gyuen to him aboue all the relydue of the 
apoſtels, foz Chaiſte ſapde to hym in the 
rvi. chapiter ok Matthewe. Thou arte 
Peter, and vpon this rocke J ſhall bylde 
my churche, and J ſhall giue the, the keis 
of the kyngedome of heuen. and what lo 
euer thou ſhalt bynde vpon erthe, ſhalbe 
bound in the heuens. This layde Chꝛiſt. 
And layncte Peter is burped at Rome, 
whole ſucceſſoꝛ J am. and oughte to rule 
the churche as Peter dyd, and to be poz- 
ter at heauen gates, as Peter was. Ind 
Chꝛiſte ſapde alſo to Peter, after his re⸗ 
ſurrection. Fede my ſhepe. whiche woz- 
des, he ſpake to hym onely.ſo that therby 
he had auctoꝛitie ouer all that be of Chat 


ſtis flocke. and 7 as his ſucceſſour haue 
the lame. and therkoꝛe who foo wyl not o: | 
bey me, kynge 02 pꝛince, J wyl curſe him 
and depziue hym his kyngedome oꝛ ſeig⸗ 

note. 
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note, foz all power is gyuen to me that 
Chaiſte had: and J am his vicar general, 
as Peter was here in erthe ouer all, and 
none but J, as Chꝛiſte is in heuen. 
This ambitious and poinpouſe obiec- 
tion is made by him and his adherentes: 
and hath of late peres moch troubled the 
wozlde, and made dilcentton debate and 
open warre in all partes of Chzyſten- 
dome, and nouryſſhed the ſame. But pt 
the byſſhoppe of Rome wolde take thoſe 
places after the right ſenſe of the, as both 
the apoſtels them ſelkes taughte vs, and 
all the auncient beſte lerned, and mooſte 
holy interpꝛetours do expound them, the 
wozlde ſhulde be moze at quietneſſe than 
it is. where nowe by wꝛonge interpꝛeta⸗ 
tion the ſcripture is peruerted. and an o⸗ 
ther golpell in that poynt pꝛeached vnto 
vs, than euer the apoſtels pzeached. loo 
that thoughe an aungell came kro heuen, 
and wolde tell vs ſuche newe expolitions 
of thole places, as is now made, to turne 
the wozdes, which were ſpoken foz ſpiti⸗ 
tuall auctozitie, of pꝛeachynge the woꝛde 
of god, and miniſtringe of the lacramen⸗ 


tes 
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tes, to a woꝛldly auctozitle, we oughteto 
reiecte hom. as ſaynt Paule ſapthe in the 
fy:lt chapiter to the Galathtens. 
¶ But to open the true ſenſe of the lcrip⸗ 
ture in the places afozelayd, it is to be ob 
ſerued that Chziſte in the layd. vi. cha⸗ 
piter of Mathewe, al ked his dylcyples, 
whom men dyd lay Þ he was. whervnto 
after anſ were giuen by the diuerklp, ſome 
ſapinge, that he was John Baptilt, ſome 
ſaping p he was Ely, ſome ſaying that he 
was Jeremte, 02 oone of the pꝛophetes. 
Chꝛiſte aſked them, whom do ye lap that 
| J ain:whervnto Peter anſwered fo2 the 

al, fo: of al them the queſtion was aſked, 

as he was alwaps revp to make anſwer. 
Thou arte Chꝛyſte the ſonne of god that 
lpueth. Jeſus anſwered. Bleſſed be thou 
Symon the ſonne of Jona. fo2 fleſh and 
bloud hath not reucled this vnto the, but | 
my father, whiche is in heuen. And J ſay 
to the, Thou arte Beter, and vpon this 
rocke I (all bylde my churche, and the | 
gates ot᷑ hell ſhall not pꝛeuaple agapnſte | 
it. that is to ſape, Vpon this rocke of thy 
confeſſpon of me to be the ſonne of god. 
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I (hall bylde my churche. Foz this con⸗ 
keſſton contepneth the hole ſummarye of 
our fapthe and laluation. Which conkel⸗ 
{pon fy}ſte was ſpoken by the mouthe of 
eter. oho of all the. rit.apoſtelles that 
Chziſte chole to ſende into the wozlde to 
pꝛeache his woꝛd, was the kyꝛſt that with 
hig mouthe btiered that confeſiyon and 
knowlegynge by which all Chꝛiſten men 
muſt be laued. and without whyche noo 


mmnan can be laued. as it is witten in the 


x. chapter to the Nomains by Paul. The 
woꝛdt of faythe that we do pꝛeache, is at 
hande in thy mouthe and in thyne harte. 
fo if thou confeſſe with thy mouthe oure 
loꝛde Jeſus. and with thy hart do beleue 
that god rapled hym frome death to lyfe, 
thou (halt be ſaued. Upon this fyzſt con- 
keſſion of Peter and not vpon the perſon 
of Peter, the church ts bylded. As Chꝛp⸗ 
ſoſtom expoũdeth that place, in the. rrvt, 
ſermon of the keaſt of Pentecoſt, ſaying, 
Not vpon the perſon of Peter, but vpon 
the fayth Chꝛyſt hath bylded his churche. 


And what is the faithe:This. Thou art 
Chziſt the ſonne ol god that liueth. what

ſayenge of Chziloſtome, all auncient ex- | | 
poſptouts treatynge that place, do agree. 
Fo; it we ſhulde expound that place, that 
the Churche is bylded vppon the perſone 
of Peter, we ſhuld put an other founda- 
tion of the churche than Chuſte, whyche 
is dyzectedly agapuſt ſaint Paule,ſaying | 
in the. lit. chapiter of the fyzſte epiſtle co 
the Counthians. no man map putte any 
other foundation, but that whiche is put 
alredy, whiche is Chꝛiſte Jeſu.and ther- | 
| foze that expolition, that the perſonne of | 
Peter ſhoulde be the foundation of the 
church, ſhuld make of the trinitie a qua- 
ternitie,and put a fourth perſon beſydes 
the trinitie, to be the foundation of the

¶ And this fyꝛſte confeſſion of Peter by | 
faith, that Chꝛiſte is the ſonne of god, is | 
the pzeemtncce and pꝛimacye that Peter 
had betoze the other ſpoke of in the tenth | 
of Mathewe, where in recitynge the na- 
mes of the.rit.apoltels choſen by Chaiſt, 
it is wzitten. The fyꝛſt is Dymon

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Foz he fy:ſte confeſſed that fayth, that all 
men muſt be ſaued by. Foz who ſo dothe 


agree with Peter in his ſapde kyzſte con⸗ 


feſſion, as all the apoſtels dyd, and as al 
we that pourpole to be ſaued muſte doo, 


ſhall be laued. and who lo doth not agree 
with that confefſton, ſhall be damned. 


¶ And where he is called by many aun⸗ 


cient and holy interpꝛetours of the ſcrip⸗ 
ture foʒ his kapthe, ſometpme the chyefe 


of thapoſtels , ſometpme the mouthe of 
the apoſtels, ſometpme the pꝛynce of the 
apoſtels, ſometyme the pꝛeſydente of the 


hole churche, all theſe honoꝛable names 


be attribute by theym vnto hym foz his 
kozſayde fy3ſte confeſſion, wherin all our 
faith is contepned. And bycaule he was 
ok all the apoſtels moſte ardent in fayth. 
and feared not beinge in great tempeſte 


on the lee, vpon Chziſtis woꝛde, to come 


oute of the ſhyppe, and go to hym vppon 
the water, beinge in great rage. Whiche 
his dede declared his fayth to be meruai⸗ 
loully vehement in Chꝛiſte. 

¶ The greatnes and vehemency alſo of 


his fayth was declared in the. tt, iii. and 
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itt. chapiters of the actes, whan the Jes | | 
wes in the begynnynge, withſtode the a- | | 
poſtels pꝛeachynge the faythe of Chzyſt, | |

Fo2 tha Meter as moſt ardent in faithe of 
all the apoſtcls was euer moſte redye to 
defende the faith ageynſt the impugners 
of it, peaking fo them all vnto the peo-

¶ Ind as Yeter was mooſte ardente in 
faythe, in whiche he had ol god a moollte | i 
ſyngular gyfte, ſo was Paule moſie fer= | | 
uen in zele vothe to wynne the Jewes to 
Chaiſte. deſyzynge the ſaluation of his 
countrey to wynne them to Chziſte and | | 
wyſſhyngehym ſelfe in a maner to haue 
ben ſeparate from Chziſte, ſoo that they

myghte haue bene laued therby: as it is 
witten in the. ir. chapter to the Romap⸗ 
nes and allo in zele to wynne all the gen⸗ 
tyles and other nations to Chꝛyſt, as he 
wꝛyteth in the ſeconde epyſtle to the Co⸗ 
tinthtans in the. xi. chaptre, ſaying, who | 
is weake, and J am not weke with hym⸗ 
whois offended, and Jam not offended 
with hym7 wherehe ſpeaketh alſo of the 
care 
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care that he coke foz all churches. whiche 
his feruent ʒele doth appere in many pla 
ces of all his epiſties. 

¶ And as Paule was feruent in zeale , ſo 
was John the Euangeliſt moſt excellent 
iu innocency ⁊ in chatytie. voher vnto he 
chiefly exhoꝛteth al ms in his firſt epiſtle. 
And al other thapoſtels had their ſpeciall 
gyftes dyuerliy gyuen vnto them. as the 
giſtes of almighty god be giuc diuerſely, 
and not all to one man, as it is wuten in 
the. xii.chapiter of the fyꝛſte epiũle to the 
Cozinthians. And as Chꝛiſte is called by 
ſayncte Paule in the. xv. chapiter ot the 
kyzſte Epiſtle to the Cozinthians the firit 
kruite of thoſe that roſe from deth to lyfe. 
lots Peter called the firſte in fapthe , fox 
he was the fpzite that with his mouthe. 
confeſſed it. And Epenetus is lykewyle 
callyd by ſaynt Paule the kyzſte, that be- 
leued in the churche of Ilia, in the. rvt. 
chapter to the Romapnes. Ind the houl⸗ 
holde of Stephan is the kyꝛſte that bele⸗ 
ued in Achaia, in the laſte chapiter ok the 
kirſt epiſtle to the Coꝛinthians. 


¶ And that Peter ſhulde not haue a rule 
D it aboue 
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aboue all other the apoſtels in all places, 
ſaynt Paule plapnely ſheweth in the. ii. 
chapter to the Galathiãs. where he laith, 
that as the apoſtelſhyp of the Circumci⸗ 
ſion, that is to ſape of the Jewegs, was 
gyuen by Chziſte to Petcr, fo was the az 
poſtelſhyp of the gentyls gyuen to me as 
mong the gentils.ſo that there they deut- 
ded them ſelfts aſonder ß Peter, James. 
and John, ſhulde go pꝛeache the faith to 
the Jewes, and Paule and Barnabas, 
ſhulde go pꝛeache to the gentyls, as they 
1 yd. Hete it appereth, that Paule knewe 
i no pztinacte of Peter, concernynge peo⸗ 
ple o2 places, but among the Jewes. Foz 
whiche caule Peter diſſembled in Anti- 
oche to eate of the gentyls meates, whan | 
the Jewes came thither, leſte he ſhoulde 
offende his flocke of the Jewes commut- 
ted to hym. in whiche matter Paule de⸗ 
fendynge the lybertie of meates that he 
| hadde pꝛeached to the gentyles withſtode 
hym. And laynte Ambꝛoſe expoundynge 
that place ſavthe. The pzymacye of the 
Jewes was gyuen chyefly to Peter, all 
be it James and Johñ were — 
Im, 
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hym, as the pzymacye of Gentyles was 
gyuen to Paule, Albeit Barnabas was 
topned with hym, ſoo that Peter had not 
a tule ouer all. 

¶ Ind alſo that ſayncte Peter hym ſelfe 
knewe noluche pꝛimacye ouer all people 
and places gyuen vnto hym, it appercth 
playnly in the.x.ot the actes. Where [aint 
Peter after the commynge of the holpe 
gooſte, beinge at Joppa, and lent foz by 
Coꝛnelius to come to hym than being in 
Celarea, durſte not go to hym without a 
byſton of a ſhete latten downe from hea⸗ 
uen, contepnynge all maner of beaſtes, 
byꝛdes, and ſerpentes, whereof he was 
bydden eate, and repute not thoſe meates 
vncleane, that god had purged. Whiche 
vyſion opened vnto hym , that he ſhulde 
not refuſe the gentyls, whom the Jewes 
dyd abhozre as vncleane. Nowe if he had 
knowen his commiſſion to be ouer all, he 
ſhulde not haue neded any ſuche vilpon. 
but he hym (elf vnderſtode it, not ſo large 
02 aboue the other. But he remembzed 
well, that Chꝛiſte in the laſte chapyter of 


Luke, badde them begynne fyzſte at Hie⸗ 
D iu rula⸗ 
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tufalem to pꝛeache to the Jewes, as he 
dyd. And after his returne to Hieruſalem 
agepn from Ceſatea, he made a great ex- 
cuſe to the Jewes of his flocke offended 
with his goinge thicher, waiten in the. ri. 
chapiter of thactes. {oo it apperethe, that 
Peter hym leife dothe agree with laynte 
Baule, that his commiſtion and auctozi⸗ 
tic was amonge the Jewes, as Paules 

vag ainonge the gentyls. 

¶ And that all the apoſtels had like dig⸗ 
nitie and auctozitie, it appereth by ſaynte 
Haul in the. ti. chapter to the Epheſians, 
where he laiche. Nowe pe be not gueſtes 
and ſtrangers, but ye be citiſens and do- 
meſtikes of almyghtp god bylded vppon 
the foundation of the apoſtelles. and the 
pꝛophetes, Chziſt beinge the cozner tone 
vpõ whom euetp edifyce bylded groweth 
to be a holy temple in oure loꝛde. Here he 
layth, that they be bylded not vppon the 
foundation of Peter onely. but vpon the 
foundation of the apoſtelleg. ſo that all 
they be in the foundation ſet vpon Chiiſt 
the bery rocke. whervpon the hole church 


fgndeth. Do lpkewiletn Wan, 
| of 
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of the Ipocalyple it is wꝛytten. that the 
wall of heuenty Hieruſalem, the citie of 
almyghtye god, whyche is the churche, 

Chaiſtts elpouſe, hath, rii. foundations, 
and in theym the names of the. ri. apo⸗ 
ſtels w;ytten. ſoo that the name of Peter 
is not there wzytten onely. fo: the. rit. a= 
poſtels thzoughe all the wozlde, as well 
as Þ>cter pꝛeached Chziſt to be the lonne 
of god, who is the very tocke whervpon 
all out fayth is founded. 


CE Dayncte Cppzian allo ſaythe in his 


boke of the ſimplicitie of pꝛelates, that all 
the apoſtels had equall power and digni⸗ 
tie gyuen to them by Chuſt. And bycaute 
all ſhulde pzeache oone thynge, therto e 
the begynnynge therof fyztte beganne by 
one, whiche was Peter. who conkeſſed 
foz them all, that Chꝛiſt was the ſonne of 
god that Ipueth, lapinge further, that in 
the churche there is one offyce of all byl⸗ 
ſhops, wherof cucrye man hath a parte 
allotted holly vnto hym. Nowe if the by- 
ſhop of Rome map medle ouer all, where 
he wyll, then euerye man hath not holly 


Ys parte. fo the byſſhop of Rome mape 
Dili medle 
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medle in his parte with hym, ſoo that he 
hath it not holly, which is agein Cipꝛian. 
¶ Ind where Chziſte ſapd, that he wold 
gyue to Peter, the keyes of heauen, that 
— ſayd to hym not koꝛ hym ſelfe onely, 
but foz the hole churche. Whiche conkel⸗ 
ſynge the faithe that he dyd, ſhulde haue 
the keps of heauen as well as he. as ſaint 
Auguſtin ſapth, expoundynge the goſpel 

of John in the kyktp treaty. 
¶ And as to the auctozitte of the laſte 
chapter of John, where Chailt ſatd thiſe 
to Peter. Fede my ſhepe. after he hadde 
confeſſed to loue Chꝛiſt, thʒiſe aſked.that 
place is, as Cpzillus fayth, expoundynge 
the lame, thus to be bnderſtande, that bi⸗ 
cauſe Peter hadde thꝛiſe denyed Chatſte, 
wherby he thought hym ſelfe he had loſte 
his apoſteiſhyp, Ch:tſte to comfozte hym 
ageyne, and to reſtozehym to his offyce, 
that he had loſte, aſked hym thziſe, whe⸗ 
ther he loued hym, and ſo reſt oꝛed him a- 
gepne to his offyce. vohicheels he durſte 
not haue pꝛeſumed vnto. ſapeng to hym. 
Fede my ſhepe. with whiche nolition 
the ancient boly expoſitours of that place 
do

¶ Ind where it is ſayde, thatthoſe woz- 
des were lpoken onelyto Peter, wherbp 
he ought to haue a pꝛeemincce aboue the 
other. Daynt Paule in the. xx. chapiter 
ok thactes pꝛoueth the contrarye. Where 
ſaynt Paule layde to all the byſchops al- 
ſembled at Milete. Take heede to poure 
ſelues, and to all pour flocke, in whiche 
the holy gooſte hath put you to gouerne 
his churche. whiche wozde, To goxerne, is 
in the ozigynall terte of Greke Pimenin, 
the lame woꝛde that Chziſte ſpake to He- 
ter, and doth ligniky to fede and gouerne 
the ſhepe, as the ſhepeherde ought to do. 
ſo that ſaynte Paule ſayth, that the holpe 
gooſte hath oꝛdeyned all byſhops to fede 
theit flocke, as ſapnte Peter was bydden 
do, Saynt Peter allo in the laſte chapi⸗ 
ter of his fyʒſte epyſtle ſapth. Ye that be 
pꝛieſtes, kede the klocke of god emongeſte 
pou.whiche woꝛde there ſpoken to all pꝛi⸗ 
ſis is the lame wozde that Chziſte ſpake 
to Peter. 

¶ So it appereth playnely by the ſcrip⸗ 
eures afoze ſapde, conferred to gether, 
D v that 
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that nother the. rvi.chaptcr of Mathew, 
1192 the. xxi. of John do pꝛoue, that Petes 
had power auctozitie 02 dygnitte gyuen 
by Chzyſte over all the other, that they 
ſhulde be under hy. and pet his puma⸗ 
cie that he firſte of al the apoſtels confet-= 
ſed our fayth, that Chꝛiſte is the ſonne of 
god, with whiche his confeſſion all the 
apoſtels dydde conſente, and pzeched the 
lame, ſtandeth ſtill. And all that wyll be 
ſaued muſt folow that leſſon that he kirſt 
taughte vs to confeſſe , And foo the byl⸗ 
ſhoppes of Romes power oucr all, whi⸗ 
che he wolde pꝛoue by thoſe places wong 
alleged foz his pourpole,vtterly qualeth, 
and is not pꝛoued. 
¶ Belides this whan Fauſtinus legate 
to the byſhop of Rome alleged, in the. vi. 
counſel Carthaginenſe that the byſſhoy 
of Rome ought to haue the oꝛderynge of: 
all great matters in all places by his lu⸗ 
pꝛeme auctozitie, he alleged no ſcripture 
fo: him, fo2 at that time no ſcripture was 
thought to make fo! it.but he alleged vn⸗ 
truely the fyꝛſte generall counfayle i- 
cene, in whiche Frrius the heretpke was, 
con⸗ 
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condemned, to make fo; that pourpoſe. 
Which after the bote was bzoughr foꝛth 
and no lache article kounde in it, but the 
contrarpe, pet the caunlelle at that tyme 
ſent to Condantinople, Alexandꝛia and 
Anttoche, where the patrparchall ſees 
were, to haue che true coppe of the coun⸗ 
fel Nicene, Whiche was ſent vnto theym, 
and alſo from Rome, whether they ſente 
aiſoo fo: that pourpoſe And after they 
foundenooluche article in it, but in the 
fyfth chapyter therof, the conttarye, that 
ali caules eccleſiaſticall, ſhulde epther be 
deterymned within the dioceſe, oꝛ elles pt 
any were greued, than to appeale to the 
counſel pꝛouinciall, and there the matter 
to tabe ful ende, ſo that fo: no ſuche cau⸗ 
les, men ſhulde go out of their pꝛouince.

Ind thervpon 
made a lawe, that no man ſhuld appeale 
out of the countreye of Aphuke, vppon 
peyne to be denounced accurſled. Wher⸗ 
with the byſhop of Rome euer after held 
hym content, and made no moze buſynes 
with them, ſeinge he had nought to laye 
fo: hym ſelfe to the contrary. And at this 
counſel amongeſt other ſaynt Auguſtine 
was pzeſente, and ſubſcrybed the lame. 
whyche he wold not haue done, ik he had 
knowen oz taken any parte of the goſpel, 
02 of the ſcripture to be contrary, 
¶ It is alſo determyned in the. vi. arti- 
cle of the ſapd counſel icene, that in the 
ozient the byſhop of Antioche ſhoulde be 
chtefe. in Egypte the byſhop of Fleran- 
D214, About Rome the byſhop of Rome. 
and lykewiſe in other countreyes metro- 
politans ſhulde haue their pꝛeempnence, 
ſo that the byſſhop of Rome neuer hadde 
medlynge in thoſe countreps, 
¶ And in the next article folowpnge, the 
byſhop of Hierulalem, which citte befoze 
had bene diſtroyed and almoſte deſolate, 
ts 
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is reſtoꝛed to his olde pꝛerogatiue to bg 


the chiete in Paleſtyne and the countrey 
of Jure. whiche churche of Dieruſalem, 
if places ſhulde be regarded, ſhoulde be 
the chiefe, koꝛ there was accomplyſched 
the miſtery of our redemption, and Chatſh 
hym ſelke the eternall wozde and ſonne of 
god there pꝛeached in perſonne,and after 
bis alcencton,all the apoſtels x diſciples, 
andſayncte Paule alſo preached there in 
perſon. the hole. rit. apoſtels began foꝛſt 
there, as Chiiſt had commanded to haue 
the ſaying of Elai the pꝛophete in the. it. 
chavter tulfilled, where he faith. The law 
ſhall go fo:th out of Sion, and the woꝛd 
of god out of Hietruſalem. Yohyche place 
{aynt Hierome there expoundyng ſayth, 
that the churche kyꝛſte founded at Hieru- 
lalem dyd ſowe abzode al other churches 
of the wozlde. And at that tyme, and a 
good ſeaſon after, Rome had not hard tel 
of Chziſte. lo that the Churche of Rome 
muſte nedes conkeſſe, that they came out 
of Yteruſalem, which was their mother 
as ſhe was to all other churches. as Elat

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¶ And nowe ſens the pourpoſe and am⸗ 
bycious obiection of the biſhop of Rome 
is cletelp ayoyded, let vs tretourne to out 
purpoſe to declare, what cõmyſſyon was 
gyuen by Chꝛiſt to his apoſtels. We (hes 
wed byfoze that he bad them pꝛeache and 
teache to all men all thynges that he had 
commanded theym. and in the. x. chapy⸗ 
ter of Matthew and of Luce, he ſheweth 
them howe they (hall enter theyz charge, 

ſayeng. Into what ho wſe oꝛ place ſo euer 
ye (Hail arriue, fyꝛſte ye ſhall ſape. Peace 
be to this howle. and ik the child of peace 
be there, he ſhall receyue you, and pf they 
wyll not tecepue you, than go foꝛthe oute 
of the howſe oz citie, and wype the duſts 
of pour hoes agapnſt them, in wytnelle 
of youre laboute. foꝛ Sodoma and Go⸗ 
mori (Hall be in better caſe at the day of 
Judgement than they, that wol not here 
vou. And as Chꝛiſte commaundeb theym 


to make thep2 entre with mẽcion of peace 
ſo did he him ſciſe after his telurrectton. 
apperynge to his diſciples the euenyn ge 
next after, whan the. doozes were ſtzutle, 
lapenge to theym . Peace be with pow

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And the apoſtels in theyz epiſtles do be⸗ 
gynue with delpzynge grace and peace 
to be with theym, to whome they wzyte, 
Chaſte ſaythe alſo in the. xiii.chapiter of 


John. By thts (hall all men knowe, that 


pe be mp diſcyples, yt ye love eche other, 
Fo: where chatitie is, there can be no de⸗ 
bate, but all peace. and where it lacketh, 
dilcoꝛde dothe enlue.

as it byddeth vs. but we doo vle the gol⸗ 
pel, as it it were a boke ot — to 


dyſpute bppon, and care not to amende 
our 
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dure lyuynge, as it teacheth vs, whyche 
ſhall be to out great punyſhement. Foz a 
ſeruant that knoweth his lozdes plelute, 
and not kulfyllynge it, is moꝛe greucule= 
ly to be puniſhed than he that knoweth it 
not, as Chziſte laythe in the. xii.chapiter 
of Luce. voe myche extoile fapth, as it is 
myche wozthy». But wokes and deedes 
many men care not foz, ſapenge, god re- 
gaͤrdeth them nothynge : foz faithe alone 
tuſtificth vs, and not our Wares. 

¶ Here kyzſte of all it is to be obſerued, 
that no dede 1102 wozke that is doone by 
man without faithe, can euer helpe hym 
to heuen, fo: lyke as a man, that renneti 
out of the race, where the courle is lette, 
though he runne neuer lo faſte, wynneth 
no game, ſoa man that doth good dedes 
mozall, without faythe, delerueth of god 
no tewarde. koꝛ withoute faythe it is tins 
poſſible to pleaſe god. as layncte Paule 
fayth the. xi. chapiter to the Hebꝛues. But 
tf he do good dedes with faith, than they 
be acceptable to god, and he wyll reward 
hym fo: them. And ſapynt Baule teacheth 


bs always to be occupped in dopuge of 
good 
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good woꝛkes. foz albe it no man may bs 
tuſtifted by his wozkes, alone. Yet after 
he hath faith he muſt ioyne good wozkes 
with it, yf he haue any tyme therto, ozels 
his faith 1s vnpꝛofptable vnto hym, foz 
the faythe that by grace dothe iuſtyfie, is 
the faithe that wozketh by Charytie, as 
ſapnt Pauleſapth to the Galathtans in 
the fyfte chapiter and not an ydell faith, 
whych laynt James in his epiſtle calleth 
a deed faythe. 

¶ Sapnt Paule layth alſo in the ſecond 
chapiter to the Komains, that the herers 
ok the lawe be not tuſftifted befoze God, 
but the doers of the lawe. Ind ſaynt Ja- 
mes in his epyſtle in the kyꝛſte Chapyter 
doth lyken hym, that heateth the woꝛde 
of god, and dothe not thereafter, vnto a 
manne, that loketh in a glaſſe, and after 
he hath ſoo doone, lapeth it downe, and 
fo:getteth that he looked in it, and thyn- 
keth ok other matters. 

¶ Ind where they ſay, that fapth alone 
tuſtifieth. that is vntrewe. and agaynſte 
fapncte James in the. ii. chapiter of his 


epiſtell, lapenge, that a man is not —_— 
ied 
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fied by his faithe alone. Alſo to iuſtifita⸗ 
tion of aſpnner repentance of his cue 
lyfe paſte is neceſſaxilye fpʒſte requyred, 
and muſte nedes be iopned with lalth bes 
foe he be iuſtikied. fo: elles yf he tepent 
not, he remayneth ſtyl in ſynne, aud lo he 
is not pet tuſtitied, and all the pꝛeachyng 
of Ch:iſte and his apoſtetles, begynneth 
at repentance and penance. lo that faithe 
without that can not helpe. Wherkoze it 
is neuer true, that fatth alone tuſlifycth, 
fo2 grace of god muſte goo befo;e faithe, 
and on our behalfe repentance and cha⸗ 
xitie muſte be (opned with faythe. And as 
faith is the gyfte of god, ſo is penaunce, 
and ſo is charitie ſo is hope, but the grace 
of god who granteth all, goth befoze all. 
¶ Truth it is that out good dedes done 
befoze faithe doo not iuſtitie fo lacke of 
faith. but toyned vnto faythe, they doo 
helpe: oz compng after faith, they helpe 
to make vs moze iuſtikied, as it is waiten 
in the. xxi.ot the apocalipſe. Let hym that 
ts ryghtwyſe, be pet moze iuſtified. 
¶ And that almyghtye god requireth of 
vs good wozkes, it appeareth in the. xxt. 
F chapi- 
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chapiter of Mathewe, a the.ri.of Marc. 
where Chziſte commynge to a figge tree, 
full of leaues, hauyng no frutte, whyche 
he ſought in it, by his curſe dyd make it 


ſere.ſo if we being the tre, bzing not koꝛth 
fruite of good wozkes , hauynge tyme 
therto, neyther the roote of faythe , noz 
the leaues of wozdes can alone helpe vs, 
An other parable in the.xiii. of Luc pꝛo⸗ 
ueth the lame. vohere a man haupnge a 
vyneyarde, and in the lame a fygge tree, 
that bare no fruite, badde cutte it downe, 
And at the requeſt of his gardyner, ſuk⸗ 
fred it yet longer, to ſe if donge lapde to 
the roote wolde helpe it. Is oft almygh- 
ty god being the loꝛde of the byneyarde, 
ſuffreth vs beinge bareyne to haue ſpace 
to repent, and b2tnge koꝛth frutte of good 
wo:kes, Foz it is waitten in the thirde of 
Matthewe, that euerp tree, that bzingeth 
not foꝛth good fruite, ſhalbe cut downe, 
and caſte into the kyze. 
¶ Atter as our deedes be, ſo ſhall oure 
iudgement be, as Chꝛiſte ſapth in the. bi. 
of Mathew, the ſonne of man ſhal come 
in the glozye of his kather with his ny” 
geis, 
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gels, and ſhall rewarde euery man after 
his woꝛkes. Saynt Paul in the. ti. chaps 
tre to the Romapynes layth alſo lpkewiſe, 
that god wyll rewarde eucrye man after 
his dedes good oz euyll. And in the. titt, 
chaptre of the fyz(te eppſtle to the Coꝛin- 
thians he ſayth. that euery man hall re 
ceyue his hyꝛe, after as his labour is, ſoo 
that foz good dedes done with fapthe he 
hall receyue rewarde, and fo: euel dedes 
done after fayth, oz out of fayth, he ſhall 
recepue puniſhement. 
C Therfoze thoſe that ſap, that god regar 
deth not our wozkes done with faythe,do 
ſay agaynſt Chꝛyſt, and his doctrine gy⸗ 
uen to vs by hym, and by his apoſtelles. 
Foz ſens our wozkes done with faych be 
the meaſure of out rewarde to be greater 
oz ſmaller, as they (hall be founde to be 
greatter oz ſmaller, who ſoo ſaythe, that 
godregargeth not them, ſapthe he regar- 
deth not the meaſure of our rewarde. and 
vet he ſapth it ſhall be meaſured after our 
©2eS done with faythe. and loo he laythe 

=apoilt Chztlte. Saint Paule ſapthe al- 


in the. it, chapptre to the Ephelians. 
F u that 
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that by fayth whiche is the gyfte of god, 
we be of newe create in Chzyſte, and in 
good wozkes that we may walke fozwar⸗ 
des in theym. and ſens he hath create vs 
in good woꝛkes to walk in them, he muſt 
nedes regarde theym. oz els he cared not 
what he create, which is blaſphemie and 
denyall of his highe pꝛouidence. 
¶ Nowe this holye weke we be bydden 
and called to come to the great ſupper of 
our bleſſed loꝛde Chꝛyſte Jeſus, and to 
eate of the heuenly meate and of the bꝛed 
of lyfe, that came from heauen, the blel⸗ 
ſed body of our ſauyour Jeſu Chziſte in 
the lacrament of theaulter. Unto whichs 
wemap not go in our kylthy and ſpotted 
cote, leſte we commynge thyther, not has 
uynge the cleane garmente of our ſoule, 
that we recepued at our baptiſme, be ex⸗ 
pelled out of the feaſte. Ind therfoze we 
muſte make cleane our garmente, befoze 
we be bolde to goo thyther. But J fears 
me ſoꝛe leſt many ſhall make ſuch woꝛld⸗ 
ly excuſes, as be wattten in a parable, m 
the. ritit. chapiter of Luke. ſome ſapeng, 
they he newe marped, and therfoze they 
mays 
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ma not come. Yhyche do ſygnikfie men 
gyuen lo to carnall pleaſure of the body, 
that they care not to come to heuen. ſome 
ſapinge, they haue boughte fyue poke of 
oxen. whiche doo ſygnytye thole, that fo- 
lowe the ſenſualitie of theyz fpuc lenſes 
and woꝛldly buſones. ſome ſapenge, that 
they haue bought a vyllage. Whiche ſy⸗ 
gnifie thoſe that purchaſe landes here in 
erthe, and care not by faithe and good li⸗ 
uynge to purchaſe heuen. All whiche lozt 
of men ſhall not taſte of that ſupper, as 
it is there wzitten. But god fozbyd, that 
any of vs ſhuld be of that ſozte.Þnd ther⸗ 
fozelette vs euery man pꝛepare our lelte, 
and make cleane our ſpotted and fylthye 
garment, Lette bs purge and purifie the 
tabernacle of our ſowle, and make it a 
lodgynge woꝛthy to receyue Chziſte into 
our houſe and not to dyldayn vs, faz the 
fylthyneſſe of our vncleane lyuynge. 

¶ But howe mape this be done, and by 
what meanes: ſurely ſurely by no meane 
but by penaunce, and repentaunce, and 
callynge foʒ mercye to all myghtye god 


with a ſozawfull harte, that we haupugs 
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receyued ſoo innumerable benefytes of 


god, ſo lytel haue regarded our obedience 
to his comandementes, pzoudly and vn⸗ 
kyndly deſpyſyng hym, and moze regat- 
ding out own wzetched cocupiſcence and 
pleaſure in all wozldly delptes, then god. 
Let vs folowe the erhoꝛtation of almigh⸗ 

tye god, ſpoken to vs by the mouthe of 
Johell in the. it. chaptre,ſayinge, Turne 
peſpnners againe to me by kaſtynge, by 
wepynge , by myche lamentynge your 
myſerable eſtate, and teare ſunder your 
hartes, and not pour clothes. Almyghty 
god wyll rather regarde a ſorowfull and 
contryte hatte to dwell in it, than all the 
temples that we can bylde fo: hym. As 
it is wꝛitten in the laſte chapiter ok Eſai. 
Let vs knowlege and confeſſe our owne 
fautes fyꝛſt, befoze we be accuſed of them 
at iudgement. Lette vs wepe foꝛ our vn⸗ 
gracious lyfe : and ſure it is, god wyll re- 
garde our teares. Dauid ſayth in the. lv. 
plalme. Almpghtye god, J haue ſhewed 
my lyfe to the, and thou haſte putte my 
teares in thy ſyghte. We that haue vſed 
dur ez eyes all the pere in regatdyng wozld- 
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ly pleaſures, ſo that thzough vehemente 
tope ſomtymes the teares haue bꝛaſte out 
with myche lawghynge . nowe latte vs 
wepe. as Dauid techeth vs in the Crvit, 
plalme, ſayenge to almyghtye god. The 
teares haue bꝛaſte oute of my eyes , by⸗ 
cauſe they haue not regarded and kepte 
thy lawe. Let vs folowe the counſelle of 
ſapnt Paule in the. vi.chapiter to the Roz 
mapnes lapenge to vs. As pe haue gy- 
uen pout members to lerue to intuſtyce, 
to do wzonge: loo lokewyſe gyue youre 
members to leruetuſtice to your lanctift= 
enge. Dauid layth alſo in the. vi. plalme, 
J haue trauapled in my waplyng. J (hal 
walhe euerye nyghte my bedde with we⸗ 
pynge teares. Ind after that he laythc, 
God hathe herde the voyce of my we⸗ 
pynge. fo: god dothe regarde teares cõ⸗ 
mynge foꝛthe out of a ſoʒowfull and con⸗ 
trite harte. It thou ſape, thou canſte not 
wepe: thou doeſte conkeſſe thy kalyc. Foꝛ 
yk thou leſe by example auy ſubſtance of 
wozldely goodes, as yf thy houſe be rob⸗ 
bed thy ſhyppe laden with marchandyſe 
pery!ſhed in the ſee, thy wyfe that thon 
F ut dyd 
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dyd loye, departed. thy lonne deade.than 
thou canſte weepe myche moze thanne p⸗ 
nough. and where thy ſowle is bp ſynns 
departed from almyghty god, whiche de⸗ 
partynge from hym is the very deathe of 
the lo wle, and lyeth ſtynkynge in lynne, 
not foure dayes as the body of Lazarus 
dyd in his graue, but myche moze than 
koure monthes pe thule foure monethes.
